NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

FRESH  PORK  FOR  THE  NETHERLANDS. 

Information  has  been  received  from  the  Netherlands  Government  to  the  effect  that 
fresh  pork  of  carcasses  slaughtered  in  official  establishments  in  the  United  States  may 
be  forwarded  to  the  Netherlands  provided  the  pork  is  frozen  continuously  for  three 
weeks  at  a  temperature  of  15°  C.  below  freezing  previous  to  shipment. 

Inspectors  are  directed  to  see  that  the  identity  of  fresh  -pork  intended  for  export  to 
the  Netherlands  is  maintained,  and  that  the  product  is  refrigerated  continuously  for 
not  less  than  three  weeks  at  a  temperature  not  higher  than  5°  F.  The  containers 
of  the  product  must  be  stenciled  or  otherwise  conspicuously  and  permanently 
marked  as  follows: 

"Fresh  Pork  for  The  Netherlands.     Refrigerated  3  weeks  at  15°  C.  below 
freezing. ' ' 

A  regular  export  certificate  must  be  issued  for  each  consignment  of  fresh  pork  to  the 
Netherlands.  On  the  reverse  side  of  both  the  original  and  duplicate  copies  of  the 
certificate  must  be  written  the  additional  certificate,  signed  by  the  inspector  in 
charge,  as  follows: 

"The  fresh  pork  described  on  the  reverse  side  of  this  certificate  was  refrigerated 
continuously  for  not  less  than  three  weeks  at  a  temperature  not  higher  than  15°  C. 
below  freezing." 

M.  I.  FORM  112  F  REPORTS  FOR  TUBERCULIN  REACTING  CATTLE. 

When  tuberculin  reacting  cattle  are  passed  for  food  and  a  copy  of  the  M.  I.  112  F 
report  is  issued  to  an  interested  person,  the  inspector  rendering  the  report  is  requested 
to  write  a  notation  on  the  face  of  such  copy,  according  to  the  conditions  found,  to  the 
effect  that  the  diseased  organ,  part  or  glands  were  removed,  condemned,  and  disposed 
of  to  prevent  their  use  as  food.  This  request  applies  only  to  copies  supplied  to  inter- 
ested persons  who  are  not  in  the  service  of  the  bureau  and  who  do  not  understand 
that  all  diseased  parts  are  removed  and  destroyed,  and  does  not  apply  to  the  M.  I.  112 
F  reports  prepared  for  the  bureau  nor  to  the  copies  of  such  reports  forwarded  to  State 
officials.

PERMITTED  DISINFECTANT. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  the  regulations  of  this  department 
governing  the  interstate  movement  of  livestock  (B.  A.  I.  Order  273),  the  bureau  has 
granted  permission  for  the  use  of  "Moorman's  Saponified  Cresol,"  manufactured  by 
the  Moorman  Manufacturing  Co.,  Quincy,  111.,  as  a  saponified  cresol  solution,  in  the 
general  disinfection  of  cars,  yards,  and  other  premises. 
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CERTIFICATION  FOR  BONUS  FOR  NEW  APPOINTEES. 

Your  attention  is  again  called  to  the  matter  of  the  certification  for  the  $240  bonus  for 
newly  appointed  employees.  Under  the  provisions  of  Memorandum  274  (amended) 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  March  23,  1920,  an  employee,  after  one  month's 
satisfactory  ancl  efficient  service  may  be  recommended  by  the  chief  of  bureau  for  cer- 
tification for  the  increase,  effective  the  date  of  entrance  upon  duty.  This  recommen- 
dation, however,  must  be  based  upon  a  statement  by  the  inspector  in  charge  that  the 
ability  and  qualifications  of  the  employee  -justify  such  increased  compensation. 

Frequently,  failure  of  the  inspector  m  charge  to  make  the  required  statement  until 
so  long  after  the  expiration  of  the  30-day  period  has  made  it  embarrassing  in  making 
necessary  explanation  to  the  Secretary's  Office  as  to  the  cause  of  such  delay. 

In  order  to  avoid  this  embarrassment  in  the  future,  recommendation  for  the  bonus 
will  not  be  made  retroactive  more  than  45  days  previous  to  the  day  the  statement  of 
the  inspector  in  charge  is  received  in  this  office. 


RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATION  OF  LAWS.
